Gage firing unwananted

The Canadian University Press commis- 
sion recommended yesterday that Sandy 
Gage be reinstated os Edilor-in-Chlef of the 
McGill Dally. 

The conclusion of the commission's report 
read: "The members of the commission - agree 
that they would not as journalists have printed 
the McGill Daily story of November 11 in precise- 
ly its original form. Poorly written, and badly 
limed, the commission feels that the commercial 
press' failure to pick it up was more a reflection 
on its news value rather than on its accuracy; 
howeyer, none of these factors, even if true, are 
neeéissàrily reasons for the dismissing of an 
editor." 

Furthermore, the commission noted that "some 
of the Issues that clouded Daily-Students' Council 
relations likely had a significant effect on the 
amount of controversy .aroused by the article and 
the subsequent Council decision". 

The two major questions taken Into account 
by the commission were "Did Editor Gage violate 
the spirit of the CUP Charter and Code of Ethics 
in publishing the story, and if such a breach did 
occur, did It constitute sufficient grounds for his 
dismissal?" and "What information was available 
to Gage before the date of public* 
ation and was it adequate to 
justify publication?" 

The commission members con- 
cluded that although the story 
fell below acceptable standards 
on several points, they were un- 
able to fault Gage and his re- 
porters with any major breach of 
journalistic responsibilities. 

Furthermore, the report said 
that the story could have been 
handled in a far less controversial 
manner, that it was badly timed 
and that the style was poor. 

The commission found that the 
two sources for the story were 
Dally reporter Ellen Roseman, 
who interviewed Dr. Yong, and 
an unidentified source who said 
he had knowledge that "one of 
Dr. Yong's projects entailed re- 
search designed to provide U.S. 
pilots in Viet Nam with a method 
of determining from the air if 
soil would support a landing of 
wheeled aircraft". 

According to the commission. 
Gage had no reason to doubt 
either his privileged source or

Reversing Its course of the last two WMks; 
the Students' Council moved swiftly lasfjiiilit^ 
toljeinstataj^Sandy Gage as Edltor-In<ChIef 
àftlhe*MeiBill*Dàliy. 

After defeating an amendment which called 
for a referendum on, the issue, Council unani- 
mously voted tb retuiii to Gage;^e position, of 
Editorin-Chief which they had snatched ;àway;v 
from him two weeks ago. 

Although several Council memlMrs expnssed, 
reservations, the only dissent came in tbe^f^' ' 
of three abstentions, from Phillip. Goocfa of- 'XT'' 
chitecture 'and. Murray Segal and Taro Alepian 
of Engineering. 

The' motion to reinstate Gage was presented 

by Bob Vineberg of Law, who had voted against 
Gage at the two previous Council meetings. 
In introducing his motion Vineberg said, "In 
the light of the Open Meeting and {fië~ CUP 
report I personally would like to apologize to 
Mr. Gage." 

The report of the Canadian University Press 
commission investigating Gage's firing, submitted 
several hours before the Council meeting, -re- 
commended that Gage be reinstated. s'JXhèlcpnh 
misioners concluded that although they feU that 
, the story "Researcher aids Viet 
_ war" was "poorly written and 
. badly timed," this was not suffi- 
cient, reason to fire an Editor-in-

UuEQ may reject aid system 

L'Union Générale des Etudiants du Québec (UGEQ) Indicated Wednesday night that Its 
support for the new provincial student aid system Is not unconditional. 



At a meeting of its Coordina> 
ting Committee (COMCOR) at 
l'Université de Montréal, UGEQ 
warned the government of Que» 
bee that it will refuse to sup* 
port the new system of student 
aid that the government has 
proposed unless definite steps 
are taken towards implementing 
free post-secondary education. 

In its three^ part ; resolution. 
UGEQ demanded ''tliat the gov* 
emment respect the agreement 
it made with. the student union 
last September. The agreement 
included- provisions for a sub- 
stantial decrease in school fees 



for the forthcoming year, fer an 
increase in the amount of bur- 
saries available and a proportion* 
al decrease in the amount of 
loans that students are required 
to undertake, and a complete 
re-evaluation of the standards 



according to which financial aid 
is granted. 

' The amounts of money to be 
granted In the new- system had 
been substantially Increased from 
the original government plan 
after strong lobbying by UGEQ.

The average Montrealer who may have 
noticed the Daily caper in the commercial 
press probably thinks that the present editor 
was fired for writing a story about Viet 
Nam. And maybe it's just as well that way. 

The machinations of our undergraduate, 
governors on this whole shebang could fill 
a Sears Roebuck catalogue with pure, un- 
adulterated, hyperbolic idiocy. Let's leave 
it at that. 



What should have been bothering this 
campus for the last two weeks, and what 
the outsider may have Qot an^kllng^jf, 
is why a story on Viet Nam reseorcH^iiourd 
hove needed the prominence we gave it; 
why the story should have caused the re- 
action it did in the Admiriistration and in 
certain segments of the student body for 
that matter. 

It's about time the University came clean 
on the whole question of the sources of re- 
search funds. It is no secret that this insti- 



tution is having q hard tirrie getting the 
necessary reyeriue to operate from the pro- 
vincial government. And it's fair to assume 
that many of McGill's benefactors are quest- 
ioning the long-term value of this school as 
an investment, in the light of the progress 
of the 'Quiet Revolution' or what have you. 
if the defence establishment of greater 
North. America represents a ma]or recourse 
of this institution for money, the members 
of this académie community have a right to 
know it. If the greenbacks are being 
slapped down to aid a nation at war we 
have a right to know that too. ' 

Revelations along Jthls . line are not an 
infringement on dradeAiic freii^om. Rather, 
on agreement, such as that at the University 
of Pennsylvania, whereby all research work 
must be openly published upon completion, 
prevents on atmosphere of secrecy which 
can only be detrimental. 

If the Daily incident of 1966 is to be 
remembered, letJt be remembered because 
it showed up the responsib'lities of a univ- 
ersity to the society of which it is a part, 
and not for the blustering of student editors, 
or the moralizing of student government.

Q— Why did you run for Council? 

A — ^There are two basic reasons. I 
am appalled by the misuse of power by 
the outgoing Council, and I believe that 
Council must reevaluate Its priorities. 

Q— What new . priorities would you 
lilce to see established ? 

A— The basic responsibility r<of^.; any 
legislative body is to its constituents, 
that is, the fundamental purpose of 
Council is to provide services. Students 
are here primarily to get an education 
and Council must Involve itself In the 
whole process of education. 

Q— Would you then place a much 
broader interpretation on the word 
'services' than la usual? 

A— Yes; Council should provide ser- 
vices in three main areas : finances — 
the fight for free education, working 
for better bursaries ; worlcing condi- 
tions — course design, student rights, 
housing; and fringe benefits — things 
lilce Winter Carnival and dances. So far 
■almost all the emphasis has been in the 
third area and that is wrong. 

Q— What about the CUS-UGEQ issue ? 

A— First of all, I think the way Coun- 
cil has acted In Ignoring this Issue has 
been reprehensible. Realities demand 
that we be members of UGEQ, but I 
believe it is. both possible and desir- 
able to retain some sort of associate 
membership in CUS. It is Important that 
we be active in whatever orgahixatlon 
we Join and not remain isolated from 
the rest of the student community. .

0— What do you see as the most Im- 
mediate objectives for Council ? 

A— We must settle the Doily issue 
constitutionally so that such a problem 
cannot occur in the future. Also the 
whole Issue of McGill's relation to stu- 
dent unions must be re-evaluated.

bickering.

A— The voters Indicated Wednesday 
by' the people they elected that they 
were dissatisfied with the makeup of 
the last Council. The main issue on 
many candidates' platforms was their 
opposition to last Council's policies, and 
for that Council Is largely to blame. 

Q— Are you in favor of constitutional 
revisions to lessen Council's powers? 

A— I would like not so much a lessen- 
ing of Council's powers as a more res- 
ponsible way of handling their powers. 
Open meetings should be binding on 
Council only In certain circumstances, 
sbice it Is veiry easy to pack a meeting. 
But I would generally support moUons 
to check Council's power.

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Q — ^What are your views on 
student activism? 

A— 'It is the duty of political 
clubs to represent student po< 
litical opinion. I feel that 
neither CDS or UGEQ have 
any mandate to take political 
stands on issues that don't 
affect students as students.

In tlie report, Gage said "that 
in this particular case an editor 
has to hear the realities of the 
situation in mind; news stories 
of this nature do not normally 
emanate from official sources vo- 
luntarily. With such a story, it Is 
up to the Journalist to dig up 
information from the sources ac- 
cessible to him to the best of 
his ability." 

An independent legal source 
told the co.mmisslon that the ar- 
ticle was not libellous. Gage said 
that the article involved no value 
judgment. 

The commission considered it 
significant that Dr. Yong had not 
requested a formal retraction of 
the story. 7 
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As well "the word design is 
^o'pen to various interpretations 
and any possible military applic- 
ation of the research could be 
secondary or an insignificant by- 
product, but from the informa- 
tion Gage had in his possession 
he could still attach some impor- 
tance to the Viet Nam aspect." 

The commission added: "cer- 
tainly, it would l>e foolish to 
suggest that a misspelled name 
or incorrect title attached to a 
fierson are sufficient grounds for 
the dismissal of an editor".
